How To Vote Dry On Nov. 4 


To the DRY Voters of Lorain County: 


Unless you at once learn how to mark your ballots to 


vote dry on the four liquor propositions put up by the wets, 
you will not only lose your own ballots by marking them 
wrong, but will also endanger the cause. 


You should mark two crosses on each ballot. On the 


short ballot make a cross at the left of each of the two 
words, "No," and on the long ballot make a cross at the 
left of each of the two words; "YES." 


When you read this, do not lay down your paper until 


you have taken out your jack-knife or gotten the shears 
and cut out these instructions and put them in your pocket- 
book so you will have them to use when you go into the 
booth, for without them to guide you, you will have hard 
work to determine what to do when you go behind the cur- 
tain. The liquor interests have done everything they 
could to try and mislead the voters at the polls. 


The temperance people did not submit any one o£ these 


four liquor propositions. They were all put on the ballots 
by the liquor interests, under a law which provides that 
when a certain percent of the voters petition the authori- 
ties to submit a question to the voters at the next regular- 
election, they are compelled to do it. The wets secured 
these four propositions, is the reason why the temperance 
people have to make this fight. 


On the SHORT BALLOT, the first one is an attempt 


by the wets to amend the,State Constitution so that any- 
body can 8*11 intoxicating liquor to any person, at any 
time, whether grown-ups or children; the second one is to 
repeal the prohibition amendment to our State Constitu- 
tion. On the LONG BALLOT, the first one is to defeat 
the ratification by our Legislature of the National prohibi- 
tion amendment, and the second on that ballot is to defeat 
the law passed by our Legislature providing for fines and 
imprisonment for violating the State prohibition law. 


We are hoping to be able to send you, also, through 


the mails, a sample ballot showing how to mark it to vote 
dry, but by 6versight you may not get it.

You should mark two crosses on each ballot. On the 


short ballot make a cross at the left of each of the two 
words, "No," and on the long ballot make a cross at the 
left of each of the two words^'YES." , 


When you read this, do not lay down your paper until 


you have- taken out your jack-knife or gotten the shears 
and cut out these instructions and put them in your^ pocket- 
book so you will have them to use when you go into the 
booth, for without them to guide you, you will have hard 
work to determine what to do when you go behind the cur- 
tain. The liquor interests have done everything they 
could to try and mislead the voters at the polls. 


The temperance people did not submit any one of these 


four liquor propositions. They were all put on the ballots 
by the liquor interests, under a law which provides that 
when a certain percent of the voters petition the authori- 
ties to submit a question to the .voters at the next regular- 
election, they are compelled to do it. The wets secured 
these four propositions, is the rfeason why the temperance 
people have to make this fight. 


On the SHORT BALLOT, the first one is an attempt 


by the wets to amend the,State Constitution so that any- 
body can sell intoxicating liquor to any person,, at any 
time, whether grown-ups or children; the second one is to 
repeal the prohibition amendment to our State Constitu- 
tion. On the LONG BALLOT, the first one it to defeat 
the ratification by our Legislature of the'National prohibi- 
tion amendment, and the second on that ballot is to defeat 
the law pusaed by our Legislature providing for fines and 
imprisonment for violating the State prohibition law.
